(xxi) of sub-section (2) and sub-section (2A) of that 
section and sub-section (2) of section 17 of the Em- 
ployees State Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), the 
Employees’ State Insurance Corporation hereby makes, 
with the approval of the Central Government, the follow- 
ing regulations further to amend the Employees’ State 
Insurance Corporation (Recruitment) Regulations, 1965, 
namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Employees’ 

State Insurance Corporation (Recruitment) 
Amendment Regulations, 1972, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Schedule I to the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation Recruitment) Regulations, 1965, against 
serial Nos. 7 to 12 in column 6, for the existing entry 
the following entiy shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(Relaxable for Government servants and employees 
of the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation)".
